1959 INTRODUCTIONS IN MODERN MUMS 


FLEMING'S FLOWER FIELDS 


AUTUMN SPLENDOR - A blaze of autumn colors as 
seen in the leaves of maples, oaks and sumac. Huge 
(4-5") fully double flowers of a rich deep red show 
a gracefully whorled center on opening. The petals 
are incurved and thus reveal a glowing old gold re- 
verse side. The flowers are borne in clusters on 
long, stiff stems on 24-30" plants. An extremely 
hardy variety withvery frosttolerant flowers. Blooms 
from October 5th on. 75¢ each, 


GREGORY (George Nadeau.) We are pleased to offer 
for the first time nationally one of the new garden 
mums produced by Mr. George Nadeau. Fully double 
stiff textured 2 1/2 to 3'' white pompons are borne 
in clusters on strong upright plants. The flowers 
have an attractive light tan-pink center on opening 
which shades to pure white in a few days leaving 
the flowers completely white for the balance of the 
season with no purpling during cool weather. The 
stiffly upright 24-30" plants are nicely branched 
and hence provide an abundance of long stemmed 
flowers for cutting. Plants are extremely winter 
hardy. 75¢ each. 


LUSTROUS - Graceful bushy plants 15-18" high and 
28"' across covered with 1 1/2" solid ball-like poms 
of a most unusual and lovely red shade. The color 
is that of delicious crushed strawberries with old 
rose overtones and hence is a pastel shade which 
blends well with many others. Blooms from Oct. 
lst, on. 75¢ each. 


MOUND O' SNOW - Symmetrical mounds 10-12" high 
and up to 24'' across are smothered with double 
2 1/2 -3"' flowers from early September onward. 
This variety has created much interest where seen 


on trial for it is so early blooming that it is in its 
prime just as the early ones are beginning to bloom.

RUBESCENT CUSHION - A new ruby red ''Carnation- 
flowered'' cushion mum. This is truly a cushion 
mum for it forms very dense compact plants but 
10-12" high and spreads up to 30" across. The fol- 
iage on this mound is completely hidden by hundreds 
of double glowing ruby red flowers from October 
lston. The flowers resemble Carnations as the petal 
edges are notched or serrated. A fine companion 
for other extra low cushions such as Copper'n' Gold, 
Mound O' Snow, Tiny Rubies and Bantam Yellow.

A distinctive newcomer inthe 
cushion class. Sturdy bushy plants 12'' high and up 
to 30'' across with attractive dark foliage are top- 
ped with myriads of sparkling golden pumpkin or- 
ange flowers.

AK-SAR-BEN - This is the first in a new and unique 
series of early blooming quilled or ''spider'' mums 
for the home gardener. It was named for the fam- 
ous Nebraska civic organization which is well known 
for its support of many worthy activities. The fully 
double stiff textured quilled flowers are 3 1/2 to 
5"" across and are borne singly or in loose clusters 
on strong stiff stems. The color, as described by 
Mr. Viehmeyer, is a decorator's color which goes 
well in many colors - a suntan shade overlaid with 
rose. Strong 30" plants bear their blooms from late 
August until killing frosts. A much desired truly 
hardy early blooming '"'Rayonante'"' type mum which 
is sure to become popular.
